EXPECT NO EPIDEMIC 


OF INFLUENZA IN OHIO 


Columbus. Jan. 22.—No indication of 
an epidemic of influenza of the type 
which swept the country last winter 
have as yet appeared in Ohio, according 
to a statement today by the state de- 
partment of health. 


"There are numerous cases of influ- 
enza or 'grippe* throughout the state." 
says the statement, "but in seventy 
and extent the disease is similar to 
what we have experienced every winter 
for a number of ye^rs and is not at ali 
comarable to the epidemic of 1918-19 " 
Although expressing the belief that 


the wave of influenza is now reaching 
its crest, department officials advised 
careful precautions The department's 
Statement 
advised people to avoid 
crowds, and in case of symptoms of an 
approaching attack of the "flu" to go 
to bed and stay there until fully re- 
covered. 


The department called upon all local 


communities to organize 
health dis- 
tricts under the new law at once bo as 
to cope with any emergency that may 
arise.

Buildings. 


Increased needs for expansion onuset 


by rapid growth of the city and its 
bright outlook for the future from an 
indut>trial standpoint has caused the 
board of education to lake action on 
a recent survey of the city's schools.

Several noted architects have 
been in the city lately in consultatior 
with school officials and a second or 
junior high school building is favored 
This plan is being adopted in all the 
large cities of the country. The pres-ent 
school in West Main street would 
used as a junior high school and the 
senior school, if built would care for 
the older pupils.

would care for the pupil* of tne sev- 
enth, eighth and ninth grades from al! 
the schools of the city. 


The board some time ago bought 


property in West Church street betweer 
Fifth and Sixth street* in the rear of 
the present high school. It has a front- 
age of approximately PO feet and other 
land could be acquired by condemna 
tion proceedings if necessary in case r 
should become necessary t» enlarge the 
present building.

UNSPOILED TRIBES OF AFRICA 


English Traveler Pay* High Tribute to 


Morals and Behavior of Negroes 


Whom He Met 


Summing up seven years of travel In 


the interior of Africa, where the na- 
tives are "uncorrupted by alcohol, 
European morals, and the love of gain 
either by fair means or fraud," aa 
Englishman, Mr. E. Torday, speaks 
very well indeed of the African negro. 
In two crossings of the Congo Free 
State he met no tribe that "was not 
naturally good-tempered, and, in most 
instances, hospitable and trustful." 
Customs of course are different In a 
land where one may know the tribe 
to which a man belongs by the design 
that has been painfully embossed on 
his skin. Hie traveler tells of tribes 
where all the women who would be in 
the fashion paint themselves red from 
top to toe, and are so fond of the color 
that if a gift is given them they im- 
mediately paint it red also, Cannibals 
he met, and people who live in houses 
the door of which looks like a window, 
and others, remote from the inventions, 
-of civilization, who transmit compli- 
cated messages over long distances by 
signals on a wooden gong. Odd human 
beings, as the rest of us hear of them; 
but the traveler left them with regret, 
looking down from his steamer on the 
crowd gathered when he was leaving 
the Congo, "among whom there was 
not one who was not my friend." 
"Deke" was his name among the na- 
tives, and as he -steamed away, there 
stood his "dear black friends, waving 
thefr hands, cloth, branches, and any- 
thing that came to hand, and shouting 
In the native tongue, 'Good-by, Deke;

"Make a Will." This subject was as- 
signed to me as part of the economic 
program of the industrial department 
of the T. M. C. A. for the benefit of 
Ml the people, and this program is 
hatlonal in its scope. 
t make this explanation because I 
fio not want to convey the impression 
that the writer is advertising his bust 
ness. On the contrary every lawyer 
knows that more money is made pro- 
portionately in the settlement of es- 
tates of persons who die without mak- 
ing1 a will, than in the settlement of 
estates of persons who die leaving a 
will, providing of course the will is pro- 
perly drawn and executed. 
I am positively certain that if many 
persona really knew what disposition 
would be made of their property— 
whether real estate or personal pro- 
perty—after their decease, they would 
not hesitate a single moment to make 
their will, because In many instances 
the laws of distribution in Ohio do not, 
conform to the ideas and .desires of the 
person who owns property. The law' 
Is based solely upon the principle of 
^relationship by blood. It is generally 
fust, but of course could not be made 
to work equity an1 justice in all cases. 
The laws of Ohio therefor give to 
every person of full age. of sound mind 
and memory, and under no restraint, 
who has property or an interest there- 


Vantage of its provisions to feel the 
consolation and satisfaction 
that his 
property will pass to the persons of his 
choice, and not necessarily to the per- 
sons m whom the laws of distribution 
might vest its title 


A person who can-<|tra.lify under the 


law—and these qualifications are very 
simple and ordinary—need not worry 
about his will being set aside The de- 
bided trend of the decisions of courts 
is to look with exceeding disfavor up 
on the tampering with- the wills of de- 
ceased persons unless positive evidence 
is shown that 
such wills were not 
legally 
executed, m which 
event of 
tourse a will should be set aside. 


The safe course to take in making a 
will therefore is to consult a person 
who is qualified to make a, will, or in 
other words, one who can advise posi- 
tively with respect to the laws concern- 
Ing property and the laws pemimnT 
to the drawing and executing of wills 


Many "home made" .wills have been 
probated, which, although .correct in 
form, show from the surrounding cir- 
cumstances that the person making 
them really intended to convey and de- 
vise an entirely different kind of an 
estate from the one that was actually 
written in the mill. 
It is a frequent practice of persons 


who know litt'e or nothing with re- 
spect to the vesting of 
title to real 
estate, to devise a life estate in 
will, when in fact an absolute 


Death conies to us all. If we have 
property at the time of our decease i 
must pass to and vest in some persoi 
or persons 
Do you know in whom 
the title to your 
property 
will ves 
after jour death' Are they the persons 
whom >ou desire to inherit your pro 
pertj? Perhaps they are, and perhaps 
they are not. 


The safe way is to find out the law 
with respect to your ind:\idual case 
and make a wiH accordingly. Do no 
delay. Death gives no warning.

Melville Chater, home from 


Near East, Tells Harrowing 
Story of Human 
Misery 


There—Beetles and Straw 
for Food. 


l«/"»ROUCHING by herself in a 


^•* corner, a little seven-year- 


old girl was cracking something bc- 
tw-ccn two stones," says Melville 
Chater in an article, "The Land of 
Stalking Death," in the National 
Geographic Magazine, describing 
conditions in Armenia. "I 
lookea 


closer and found the child was eat- 
ing the marrow from a bone" • 


"Where did she get it?" I asked 


the interpreter who 
accompanied 


me. 


"Yonder in the grave yard." h~ 


replied, after questioning the girl. 


This 
child, according 
to Mr. 


Chater. was subsisting solely on a 
small dole of rice furnished daily 
bv the Near East Relief represent- 
atives in her natiy- city, Igdir 
There was not sufficient food in the 
town to even give one meal a day 
to all of 'the children ar 1 shortly 
after they had received this bare 
pittance of food all were searching 
for any bit on which they might 
chew to appease their hunger. They 
picked up beetles, straws, and one 
a piece of a horse's hoof, says Mr. 
Chater. • 


Root and Grass Diet. 


Conditions at Igdir are horrible 


almost beyond belief. People live 
chiefly on roots and grass, but oc- 
casionally the diet is varied by the 
killing of a dog or a cat. Workers 
sent out by Near East Relief, the 
former* Committee for Armenian 
and Syrian Relief, who are furnish- 
ing the only sustenance to these 
people, told Mr. Chater that it was 
impossible to remove at once the 
bodies of those who had died from 
starvation, and when they were 
taken out for burial, an arm or a 
leg of the body had been eaten by 
the famished survivors. 


Mr. Chater tells of a visit to the 


burying ground when graves were 
torn open and bodies exhumed by 
the famished inhabitants. "We had 
taken a short cut," he says, "to- 
ward where our car watted and by 
chance we were skirting the ceme- 
tery. 
Our guide pointed 
thither 


and said: 


"'It is not a pleasant sight. You 


must understand that the Turkf 
left this country so bare that there 
were not even spades. Graves must 
be dug with any available thing, 
even with human bones. 
If the 


dead has a relative strong enough 
to carry a^ weight—big stones are 
placed on the grave: but if ndt—,' 
he shrugged significantly. 


"I asked, hardly knowing how to 


frame my question. 'Exactly what— 
exactly whom do you mean:'

tors of broken homes and of the 
dear dead ones, these emaciated 
creatures pass by. silent as funeral 
mutes, profoundly solicitous; fof 
though starvation may bring a 
man to dispose of his wife's burial 
clothes, he will not cry them for 
sale. 


"Half a loaf of black bread will
